EVACUATING HOSPITAL 


Shanghal, Aug. 16 (5.63 a.m.) 
This clty of terror narrowly 
escaped another mnjor tragedy yea- 
lerday afternoon when a bomb from 
a Chinese aeroplane, intended for the 
ip, Idzumo, fell Into 
Soochow Creek, immedlately oppo- 
alte the crowded General Hospital, 
and failed to explode.

the city was begun soon afterwards. 

Meanwhile, more than 200 of those 
wounded by the bombings of Satur- 
day have succumbed. As a result 
of the explosions in Nanking Road, 
the death roll in that arca has now 
been swelled to 180, and the totol of 
killed on Avenue Edward VII is now 
637. The slaughter wos worse on 
Avenuc Edward VII because the 
bombs ‘fell in the midst of a crowd, 
packed Nke sardiness, which was 
watching the-acrial operations over- 
hend.

Tsingtao, Aug, 15, 

Tenston in Tsingtao is mounting as 
Chinese and, Japanese authorities 
to-day failed to reach an agreement 
concerning the killing of one Japa- 
tdlese marine and wounding of another 
Just nit. 

Admirat Shen Hung-lieh, Mayor of | 
Tsingtao, has flatly rejected the 
Japanese paval authorities’ conten- 
tlon that the alleged assassin was 
Chinese, He requested that a joint 
autopsy on the body of the marine 
be held-in the presence of Chinese 
and Japanese representatives — and 
éhat the Japanese warships refrain 
from taking any action which might 
feng to aggravate the situation, This 
request was turned down by the 
Japanese nuthoritics.

TRAGEDY 
EXPLAINED 


Pilots. Wounded, - 
And Bomb Racks 
Badly Damaged 


Shanghai, Aug, 16. 
. (1.20 a.m.), 

Madame Chiang Kai-shek has 
replied to the message sent her 
by Mrs, Eleanor Roosevelt, im- 
ploring that bombing attacks on 
Shanghai should cease, with an 
explanation of the  aceident 
which took such terrible toll 
among civilians Saturday. 

“No-one deplores more than we the 
terribly tragic and accidental dropping 
of bombs from two damaged Northrup 
aeroplanes, The Gencrallssimo is 
shocked and grieved, and when news 
of the accident enme to him he im- 
mediately ‘ordered an investigation, 
since he had specifically ordered that 
no bombs should be dropped south 
of Soochow Creek. ‘ 

“Flying officers reported that antl- 
aircraft gunnery had wounded the 
pilots of both Chincse planes involved 
and had damaged their bomb racks, 
which caused the bombs to break lose 
eventually, Both pilots concerned 
are in hospHal in Shanghal, 

“It is incredible that the belief 
exists that China deliberately should 
have, bombed the International Settle- 
ment. What for?” asks Madame 
Chiang. 

“Thanks for your interest, We 
share your grief over such un- 
fortunate and deplorable accidents.”

Ambassador's Defence 


Washington, Aug, 15. 
Regret for the civillan fatalities 
suffered in) the bombing of the 
International Settlement at Shanghai 
wus expressed to-day by Mr. C. T.

UB, 


WELL-PLANNED RAID

‘TAIKOO SUGAR REFINERY 
ROBBED OF METAL 


ee 
urefully thought-out plan to 
rob the Taikoo Sugar Refinery, of 
which the ringleader was a former 
employee and well familar with the 
place, was related by Inspector A. 
Wright at the Central Maglstracy on 
Saturday when Lam Kau, 28, coolle, 
and Chan Yau, 23, another coolie, 
uppeared before Mr. W. Schofield. 

The charges against the men were 
(n) Factory-brenking; to wit the 
engine shop at Taikoo Sugar Re- 
finery, and stealing 45 cattles of brass 
valued at about $22, the property of 
Barkeley Engineers on August 4; (b) 
factory-breaking, to wit the storc~ 
house at Talkoo Sugar Refinery, and 
stealing two blocks of tin and 12 
aticks of solder valued at $120, on 
August 9. 

Describing the thefts, Inspector 
Wright said that in the first case,the 
defendants entered through a Flato- 
way in an adjoining yard, climbed 
over n wall, and got into the Re- 
finery premises. ‘They went to the 
engine shop, and, walting tll the 
Indian guard had passed on his 
rounds, broke a window and entered 
the shop and stole the 45 caltles of 
brasa, They left by the same means. 

In the second charge they gained 
entrance with some personal risk, 
They climbed the water-pipe In the 
old Shnukiwan Road over the wall 
and on to the roof of the storchouse. 
At the penk of this roof there was 
a emall ventilator with a space about, 
two foct ‘aricked up ench way. They 
removed two bricks and climbed 
through. First defendant ctlmbed 
nlong a beam and down a wall into 
the storchouse where he stole the 
property, which was then drawn up 
by the second man with a rope. 

They left the premises by the same 
way. ‘The property was left hidden in 
some bushes while one of them went 
for a bicycle on which the stuff was 
eventually talcen away. 


Third Man Escapes 


There was another man concerned, 
but the police had not been able to 
find him. 

On information received first de- 
fendont, was arrested by a Chinese 
detective in Tal Chung Strect, and 
he led the police to the other man. 
Later the police were taken to an 
unlicensed marine store dealer who! 
had bought the property from them 
and who had sold it to a lcensed 
denler in Wanchal. The 45 catties 
of brass were recovered in the shop 
of the Jast-enamed man, but the other 
and more valuable stuff could not 
‘be traced. 

* First, defendant, Inspector Wright 
concluded, was an ex-apprentice at 
the Refinery, knew the place very 
well, and was the ringleader, He 
had, however, given the police every 
assistance after his arrest, 

First defendant, who had one pre- 
vious’ conviction, admitted both 
charges and was senteaced to four 
months’ hard labour on each, con- 
secutively.

DEATH OF LORD 
STRATHCARRON 


NOTED LAWYER AND 
STATESMAN 


London, Aug. 14, - 


The death has occurred of Lord 
Str CHET OH, aged 57.—Reuter Bul- 
etin, 


James -Inn Macpherson, later 
Lord Strathcarron, lawyer and states- 
mun, was born at Newtonmore, In-= 
vernesshire, where his father waos.a 
J. P, jn 1880. After. attending 
George Watson's College he hod a 
brillfant carcer ut Edinburgh Univer- 
sity. In. uddition to taking the 
M.A., and LL.B. degrees he was a 
Forensic Medallist und Prizeman and 
Celtle Scholar, Medalist and Prize- 
man, He was also senior president 
of ‘the Students’ Representative 
Counctl and of the Liberal Assocla- 
tlon. Going to London, ho was call- 
ed to.the English Bar. Lord Strath 
earron took u very active Interest in 
politles and was the founder ond 
hon, president of the Free Trade 
Union. In 1911 he was elected M. 
P. for Ross and Cromarty and in 
splte of vigorous attempts by Labour 
to oust him he held the seat for 
many years, He was onc of the few 
Gucile-speaking M. P's and was 
chief of the Gaelle Society of Lon- 
don, Appointed in 1914 Parlamen- 
tury Secretury to the Under-Scere- 
tury for War, he sticeeeded his chict 
In the post two years Inter and 
served as vice-president of the Army 
Council, When, however, jn 1019 
the Irish troubles were at thelr 
height, he was sent to Dublin as 
Chief Seeretary—a poat which ex-" 
posed Aim to considerable personal 
danger. % 


In the same year Lord Strathcarron 
became u K. C. Returning to Eng- 
land ‘in 1920, he was Minister of 
Pensions until the Bonar Law Con- 
servative Government was formed In 
1922, His War Pensions Act was 
his best officlal achievement, Always 
one of the bardest working mem- 
bers of the House, he was chairman 
of Innumerable committees, Includ+ 
ing ‘the Scottish Land Inquiry Com- 
mittee, and a member of the Scottish 
‘Advisory Commitice on Forestry, In 
February 1931, he was uppointed 
Recorder of Southend. - 


Lord Strathearron,; supported the 
National Government formed tn 1931. 
Created a baronet In 1033, he re- 
signed his sent ‘owing to ill-health 
in December 1935, ond in January 
1936, was raised to the peerage as 
Baron Strathcarron. : 


He wrote a number of works on 
the land question and other political 
fssucs ng well as “Life at a Scottish 
University” and “Satire in Celtic 
Literature’. His wife was a daugh- 
ter of Sir George Rhodes and he 
fought successfully against a. refusal 
‘to Jet his son be christencd in the 
Crypt Chapel of the Houses of Par- 
Jiament.

Defendant was convicted, and 
Inspector Kirby produced defendant's 
record, which showed that he had 
served 15 months’ hard lobour in 
1918 for cultlng and wounding, had 
been banishedsin 1919, and had 
served o year Jn 1936, for possession 
of heroin.

HOW TUBERCULOSIS 
CAN BE FOUGHT 


Rangoon, like Hongkong, has 
a tuberculosis problem, but, un- 
like this Colony, it is” taking 
steps to see how best the scourge 
canbe countered. A tubercu- 
losis survey is shortly to com- 
mence, and it is hoped to discover 
from this investigation whether 
the prevalence of the disease is 
due to some particular social 
custom, habits of the people in 
matters of diet and general liv- 
ing, defective housing, or pars 
ticipation’ in) any particular 
trade or industry. The death- 
rate in Rangoon from tibereus 
‘losis is about the same asin 
Hongkong, or slightly less; it has 
grown enormously in the past 
twenty years. Recently, a 
medical man gave an illuminat- 
ing address to the Rangoon 
Rotary Club’ on the subject of 
combating the disease, and some 
of the suggestions he put for- 
ward are worthy. of note by the 
Hongkong authoritics, One of 
the proposals was the ereation 
of home hospitals, the object of 
which ig to treat the family as 
an unit so that there need be no 
necessity to break up the home, 
due regard being paid to the 
question of accessibility, which 
is important from the working- 
man's point of view. Sufferers 
only in the incipient or quics- 
cent stage of the discase would 
be taken into these centres, be- 
ing housed in sanitary buildings 
at reduced rents and taught the 
principles of healthy ” living, 
especially in such omntters as 
sleeping arrangements, the dis- 
infection of sputum and sputum 
flasks, as well as other clemen- 
tary instruction. Residence 
would not be permanent, und at 
the end of allotted terms the 
tenants would be discharged. 
Such a scheme, it is contended, 
could be male to a great extent 
self-supporting, as the residents 
would pay low rentals, “and 
would be capable of expansion 
without being a serious financial 
burden, ‘This is suggested as 
only part of a bigger general 
scheme, which could be carried 
‘in stages. Under _ this 


the provision of tuberculosis dis- 
pensaries; compulsory notifica- 
tion of pulmonary tuberculosis; 
and the creation of an_ anti- 
tuberculosis organisation, which 
would engage in propaganda 
and render financial ald to fami- 
lies whose brerd-winners_ are 
undergoing treatment.

“As o result of the successful 
service of Pan American Airways 
clippers across tho Pacific, 
Oriental nations are insugurating 
programmes for facilitating 
faster airmail communications 
with all the nations, of the west- 
ern hemisphere, and especially 
of Latin America, according to 
airline officials here. 


The net result of the programme 
now underway, it was declared, will 
be to reduce, the Pacifie, from the, 
standpoint of communications andy 
commerce, to a comparatively small 
ocean, 


An outstandIng effort on the part of 
Oriental nations, it Is stated, !3 to 
develop the opportunity in the exist- 
ing service to South America, as well 
as new alr routes to be established, to 
tie more closely the Latin American 
nnd Far Eastern markets. 


The first of the Pacific nations to 
take udvantage of the already existing 
service and to cooperate in the pro- 
gress of specdier service between the: 
Far East and Latin America, is the 
Philippines. 


The Commonwealth Government 
has just announced a regular routing 
in the future of its airmail to South; 
and Latin American. countries through 
the San Francisco alr gateway. { 


A bulletin recently issued by the 
Director of Posts at Manila announces 
the new airmall extension and fixes 
such typical rates as Manila- 
Argentina, $1.57 per half ounce; 
Manila-Mexico, $0.70 per half ounce 
with corresponding rates for all of 
the Latin American countries. 


Philippine airmail under these new 
schedules, will be flown from Manila 
over the regular trans-Pacifc route, 
vin Guam, Wake, Midway and 
Honolulu, to San Francisco, thence

Empress May Aid 
Evacuation. 


With its normal hotel. accom- 
modation already fully booked, 
Hongkong is being faced with 
the problem of finding room for 
hundreds of British and other 
nationals who are being evacuat- 
ed from Shanghai. 


Special arrangements will be made, 
somewhat similar to those In opera- 
tlon during the 1932 troubles in 
Shanghai, but necessarily on o larger 
scale, ‘ 

The Hongkong and Shanghaot Hotel, 
Ltd., are working on plans which, it 
Ils hoped, will enable somo 300 or 
400 people to be accommodated at the 
Peninsula Hotel. This will be done 
by the provision of dormitories, and. 
if necessary, the ballroom and the 
rose room will be utillsed for this 


purpose, . 

The authorities are keeping in close 
touch with. the varlous shipping com- 
panies, with the object of securing 
adeance information of the number 
of people coming down to Hongkong.

From January to June this year exports are valued 
at £251,214,000, an improvement of £43,323,000, or 
20 per cent., on the same period last year. 


Cotton is No. 1. Exports so far this. year are worth 
£34,277,000, an increase of £4,700,000 on 1936.. Iron and-steel at 
£23,000,000 are up by more than £6,000,000. Machinery sales, at 
£23,000,000, are up £3,000,000. Even coal, long in the doldrums, 
has jumped £3,000,000 to £16,600,000, thanks mainly to Italy’s 
reviving interest in South Wales.

* PASSPORT- 


STOWAWAY FOUND | 
WITH PASSENGERS 


Natalio Kiel, 29-year-old = unem- 
ployed Russinn teacher, was charged 
before Mr..K. Keen at the Central 
Magistracy this morning with staw- 
ing away from Shanghai to Hongkong 
on board the s.s. President Hoover 
and with entering the Colony with- 
out a passpart, nenearar Sit "3 

Defendant stated that although he 
Was born in Odessa, he could not 
speak Russian, having left there when 
he was five years of age. He could, 
however, speak English, Spanish, 
Portuguese and Itallan, He admitted 
having stowed away but alleged he 
was forcibly put ashore here; - his 
Intention was to go to Manila, 

Sergeant Russell told the Court 
that defendant boarded the President 
Hoover on August 11. The follow- 
ing morning he wags discovered hav- 
ing breakfast with the passengers in 
the saloon. He was handed over to 
the police on arrivat here, and that 
was why he was charged with being 
in the Colony without a passport. 

His Worship: He could not very 
help it if he was forelbly put ashore 
here. 

Sergeant Russell: The onus is on 
him for stowing uway. He was 
charged with stowing away Iast year, 
and after staying In the House of 
Detention, he was assisted back to 
Shanghai by the local Jewish com- 
munity, At that time he stated he 
was born in Buenos Aires, but en- 
quirles showed his birthplace was 
Russia, although he went to the 
Argentine in 1912. He (is un une 
desirable alten and I have been in- 
structed to nsk for a serlous view to 
be‘taken of the case. 

Defendant was fined $250, with the 
ulternative of three months’ hard 
Jabour and dtdered to be expelled 
from the Colony.

HOW TUBERCULOSIS 
CAN BE FOUGHT 


Rangoon, like Hongkong, has 
wv tuberculosis problem, but, un- 
like this Colony, it is taking 
steps to see how best the scourge 
can be countered. A tubereu- 
losis survey is shortly to com- 
mence, and it is hoped to discover 
from this: investigation whether 
the prevalence of the disease is 
due ‘to some particular social 
custom, habits of the people in 
matters of diet and general liv- 
ing, defective housing, or par- 
ticipation in -any — particular 
trade or industry. The death- 
rate in Rangoon from tubercu- 
Josis is about the same as in 
Hongkong, or slightly less; it has 
grown enormously in the past 
twenty yours. Recently, a 
medical man gave an illuminat- 
ing address to the Rangoon 
Rotary Clab on the subject of 
combating the disease, and some 
of the suggestions he put for- 
ward are worthy of note by the 
Hongkong authorities. One of 
the proposals was the creation 
of home hospitals, the object of 
which is to treat the family as 
a unit so that there need be no 
necessity to break up the home, 
due regard being paid to the 
question of accessibility, which 
is important from the working- 
man’s point of view. Sufferers 
only in the incipient or quics- 
cent stage of the disease would 
be taken into these centres, be- 
ing housed in sanitary buildings 
at reduced rents and taught the 
principles of healthy — living, 
especially in such matters as 
sleeping arrangements, the dis- 
infection of sputum and sputum 
flaska, as well as other elemen- 
tary instruction. Residencé 
would not be permanent, and at 
the end of allotted terms the 
tenants would be discharged. 
Such a scheme, it is contended, 
could be made to a great extent 
self-supporting, as the residents 
would pay: low rentals, and it 
would be capable of expansion 
without being a serious financial 
burden.. This is. suggested as 
only part of a bigger general 
scheme, which could be carried 
out in stages. Under _ this 
method, 2 start could be made by 
the provision of tuberculosis dis- 
pensaries; compulsory. notifica- 
tion of pulmonary tuberculosis; 
and the creation -of an anti- 
tuberculosis+ organisation, which 
would engage in propaganda 
and render financial aid to fami- 
Hes whose bread-winners__ are 
undergoing. treatment. These 
measures, coupled with the pro- 
vision of home hospitals, could, 
it ia contended, be put into force 
within a year. Then, it is sug- 
gested, thera should be built a 
tuborculosis hospital with: suffi- 
cient: grounds for a sanitorium
